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INTRODUCTION 

This second issue of the series "International Communist 
Movements" covers the period 1 May 1948 - 1 September 1948, 
Individual travel movements occurring in the preceding period 
but reported too late for inclusion in the first issue, are 
listed under the individual's name in Section B. addenda to 
the meeting section of the first issue are appended to this 
report in Section C. Abbreviations used are set out in Section D c . 

A. MEETINGS 

The current period is characterized by the frequency of 
meetings of front organizations. Out of 51 meetings listed, 

21 were meetings of international front organizations and/or 
national front organizations attended by foreign delegates. 

First place among the international fronts is again retained by 
the World Federation of Democratic youth (WTDY) and its affiliates

A new international front organization entered the field during the 
period covered, viz., the World Congress cf Intellectuals held in Warsaw.,. 
25-28 August 1948, which decided to set up a "permanent Committee in 
Defense cf Peace" in Paris. Attended by a great number of European and. 
non-European Communist and fellow-travelling intellectuals, the importance 
of the Congress is illustrated by the fact that it was organized by Jerzy 
BOREJSZA, an alternate member cf the Politburo of the polish Workers party 
and former Comintern employee. Designed mainly as a propaganda weapon 
against the "war-mongering" USA, the Congress and its permanent Committee 
may be added tc the various pressure instruments through which the Com¬ 
munists in control hope to generate the widest possible antagonism against 
a war with the Soviet Union. Meetings similar tc the Warsaw Congress 
are slated tc be held nationally, e,g„, in the United States and in Latin 
America. 

In general, a further increase in international front meetings may he 
expected in the nearer future, and possibly the appearance of other, new 
front mechanisms. The CFSU and with it. the international Communist move¬ 
ment is today operating under the assumption that a war against the Soviet 
Union threatens in the not too distant future - the organization of peace 
fronts is a standard device of Communist propaganda in "defense of the 
USSR," 

The most significant meeting during this period was the Cominfcrm 
meeting, presumably held from 21-2 June 1948 in Sinaia near Bucharest. 

At this meeting the "resolution concerning the position of CP Yugcs.lavia" 
was made, and the conflict between CPSU and the leadership of Yugoslavia, 
still unresolved, was brought cut in the open* Prior to the meeting 
the CPSU had attempted to "correct" the policy of CP Yugoslavia by direct 
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correspondence and individual contacts, notifying other Ccmin- 
form Tarties of this procedure,, The Rumnian session was 
apparently called on short order, and indications of an impending 
Ccminform meeting became apparent only after several movements 
of high European Parti- leaders were reported. These leaders 
converged first on Prague where, according to one report, a 
preliminary Cominf crm meeting was held. In general, no evidence 
is available yet shewing the procedure by which Cominfcrm 
meetings are called and who precisely (CPSU f Cominfcrm Secre¬ 
tariat ?) notifies the Ccminform parties. It is also not 
known upon v/hat principles the delegates to a Ccminform 
-meeting are selected by the affiliated Parties, So far as can 
be judged there are nc permanent delegates as yet, and Ccminform 
meetings arc not always attended by the same individuals. Under 
these circumstances the only feasible method for anticipating 
Cominfcrm meetings consists in the immediate reportage of 
information on the travel movements of all European party 
leaders. Various other Cominfcrm meetings were allegedly held 
during the period covered, but no supporting evidence is 
available, 

B, TRAVEL 

In general, the heaviest concentration of traffic, both 
incoming and outgoing, occurred at Prague, However, nc 
significant assemblage other than the reported meetings, has 
been established. To a certain extent the comparatively 
heavy incidence of traffic at Prague may be accounted for by 
the fact tnat Prague is a convenient stopover for travellers 
going tc dr coming from the USSR and satellite countries. 

More specifically, several items concerning travel routes 
and travel techniques may be noted?

2, Motor travel of CP Austria officials from Austria to satellite t 
countries . Requests for travel out of Austria do not clear through f 

regular channels* Soviet officials in Vienna issue special certificates I 

and notify the Soviet officer in charge of the border control unit of the 
names and car license numbers of the Austrian Cominists«, A few minutes 
before the car is due, the Austrian policeman on duty at the berber- 
crcssing is instructed to leave his post and the Soviet official there 
personally checks the car through, 

30 Travel to sa t e ll ite countries from Austria , It is reported that the 
Second Secretary of the Soviet Political Representation in Vienna issues 
special Russian permits which eliminates the necessity for visas signed by ! 
the Austrian Government, Under a reciprocal agreement of the satellite 
governments themselves,this permit is good for any satellite country without 
additional visas. These special passports are issued only to important 
Communist functionaries, 

Supporting evidence and reliable information of this type is urgently 
needed. 

Among the more interesting individual travel movements of the period is 
the journey of the Indonesian Communist ME£0 (Section B, £301), a member 
cf the Executive Committee of the Communist International in 1928 and a 
member cf the Praesidium cf the Comintern in 1928 and'1929, He apparently 
remained in the USSR until 1948 when he arrived (via Prague) in Indonesia 
(20 August) together with SURHN0, a representative cf the Indonesian 
Republican government in Prague, m after Ms arrival, MB3Q assumed 

the leadership of a revolt against the city of Madioen in Java, the. 

mechanics of MJSSO's return are of some interest*
